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REMARICS 

Present Status of theApDiication 

The Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter in claims 4-7 is noted with 
great appreciation and that they would be allowed if rewritten or amended into 
independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Accordingly, in order to expedite an early allowance of the above-identified 
application. Applicant has integrated the allowable subject matter of claim 4 into the 
independent base claim 1 and canceled claim 4. For at least the foregoing reason, it is 
believed that claims 1-3 and 5-7 are in proper condition for allowance. 

Furthermore, Applicant also integ^'ated the allowable subject matter of claim 4 
into the independent claims S and II. Applicant respectfully submits that since Yamada 
fails to teach, suggest or disclose at least a baffle disposed between the first lens and the 
second lens in the lens system, and therefore the amended claims 8 and 1 1 are also 
patentable over Yamada for at least the same reason above. Reconsideration is 
respectfijUy requested.

Claims 9-10 and 12-13 which depend from the amended independent claims 8 and 
1 0 are also allowable for at least their dependence on an allowable base claim. 

Furthermore, Applicant has added new claims 14-16 and 17-19, which depend 
from the independent claims 8 and Jl respectively. N4ore specifically, the newly added 
dependent claims 14-16 and 17-19 recite the allowable subject matters of claims 4-7, 
which, as stated by the Examiner, are not taught, suggested or disclosed by Yamada, and 
thereforc should also be allowed. 
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It is believed that no new matter adds by way of amendment to claims or 
otherwise to the application. 

For at least the foregoing reasons. Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-3 
and 5-19 are in proper condition for allowance. Reconsideration is respectfully requested.
